BOARD OF NEUTRALITY 
TO PASS ON DEUTSCHLAND 


The State Department Will 
Probably Be Governed by 
Board’s Ruling—The Sub- 
marine Is Preparing to 
Take Cargo and Start for 
Germany. 


SAILORS FROM DEUTSCHLAND 
ARRESTED IN WASHINGTON 
Washington, July 12.—Six sailors 
from the German submarine 
Deutschland, who had motored here 
from Baltimore, were arrested to- 
night by the Washington police 
and their chauffeur charged with 
speeding. They were taken to the 
police station, but were released. 
Their car flew the German mer- 


chant flag.

Washington, July 12.—Although 
state department officials virtually 
are corvinced that the German sub- 
marine Deutschland is strictly a mer- 
chant vessel, the advice of the neu- 
trality board probably will be sougha 
Defore a final ruling is made. 

Acting Secretary Polk indicated to- 
day that the ruling would not be de- 
layed long, and it may be announced 
tomorrow. It is underetood he con- 
siders that there is nothing lacking 
to establish the Deutschland’s status as 
a peaceful merchantman and desires 
¢o consult the neutrality board only in 
order to give added weight to the de- 
partment’s formal decision. 

The detailed report of Collector 
Ryan at Baltimore, holding that the 
submarine could not be converted into 
a war vessel without “extensive 
structural changes,’ was forwarded by 
the ¢reasury department today to Mr. 
Polk. It probably will be made public 


tomorrow. | 
Deutschiand Was Convoyed. 

Diplomats of the allied countries re- 
ceived information during the day in- 

dicating that the Deutschland was con- 
voyed from Bremen almost to the 
Chesapeake Capes by a neutral mer- 
chantman, presumbaly Norwegian, 
Swedish or Dutch, which aaided in 
shielding her from detection by enemy 
warships and also acted as a tender. 
This information may be communicated 
later to the state department ané@ in- 
vestigation requested. Allied war- 
ships are said to be searching for the 
convoy ship. 

The state department already has 
begun consideration of questions in- 
volving departure of the Deutschland. 
To prevent violation of neutrality by 
forwarding of military information 
from this country regarding’ the 
Deutschland’s movements, officials are 
considering whether the government 
should prevent dissemination of news 
of her sailing. 

State Department Denies. 

The state department today formally 
denied published reports that it would 
not be concerned if the Deutschland 
should be attacked and sank in viola- 
‘tion of international law by hostile 
warships after leaving the United 
States. It was stated that this gov- 
ernment is interested in all matters 
affecting conduct of war and methods 
of reprisals by any of the belligerants, 
even though no American citizens 
should be immediately involved. 

Interest in reports that other Ger- 
man merchant submarines may visit 
the United States was indicated by a 
dispatch sent by the department to- 
day to the American consul at Bremen, 
inquiring why he did not confidengial- 
ly advise the Washington government 
of the sailing of the Deutschland. 
PLANNING TO RELOAD 
THE DEUTSCHLAND. 

Baltimore, July 12.—That plans were 
afoot to reload the super-submarine 
Deutschland and slip her out speedily 
in her return voyage to Germany was 
indicated tonight. A special permit was 
obtained for continuing the unloading 
of the vessel tonight and it was ex- 
pected that she would be ready by 
dawn tomorrow to begin taking on a 
cargo of nickel and rubber. 

No one in authority would say when 
the vessel would depart and the only 
positive statement in that connection 
was contained in Captain Koenig's dec- 
laration to the local customs officers 
that he expected to sail “within ten 
days.” The tug Thomas F. Timmins 
completed repairs today and took up a

Bathing Along the New 
Jersey Coast--Sharks Seem 
to Infest the Coast. 


ove 


Matawan, N. J., July 12.—Lester 
Stillwell, 12 years old, was killed by a 
shark while bathing in an arm of Rari- 
tan bay, near here, this afternoon. 
Stanley Fisher, 24 years old, who went 
to his aid, was so badly injured in a 
struggle with the huge fish that he 
died while being taken to a Long 
Branch hospital. Joseph Dunn, 12 
years old, bathing some distance away 
in the same inlet, was attacked by a 
shark and one of his legs was so lacer- 
ated it probably will have to be am- 
putated. 

This is the third time within two 
weeks that sharks have claimed the 
lives of bathers along the New Jersey 
coast. Charles E. Van Sant, a youth 
of Philadelphia, was killed off Beach 
Haven, N. J., on. July 2; Charles 
Bruder, of Spring Lake, N. J., was at- 
tacked and both his legs taken off on 
July 6. He died while being carried 
ashore. 

A dozen or more boys bathing in the 
inlet heard Stillwell’s screams for help. 
Fisher went to the rescue. He had gone 
only a few feet when the shark at- 
tacked him, tearing a piece out of one 
thigh. 

In spite of his wound, Fisher caught 
the boy up in his arms and had started 
for shore when the shark renewed the 
attack. Burdened as he was, Fisher 
was helpless and the shark snapped 


on Stillwell and himself sank beneath 
the surface unconscious.” 

Heedless of the danger, another boy 
sprang into the inlet and dragged 
Fisher out. No trace of young Still- 
well was found. 

The Dunn boy, according to persons 
standing on the bank, also was attack- 
ed soun efter going into the water. 
An elder brother and another Boy went 
to his rescue. They succeeded in driv- 
ing off the shark, but not until after 
the younger Dunn’s leg had been torn 
almost to shreds from the knee down. 
He is expected to recover.

its part of its appropriation, and even 
if it should apply later on the ground 
that some subsequent legislature met 
federal conditions, it is possible that 
a. technical point might be raised by 
which the state would be deprived of 
participation in the fund without 
further action by congress. 

Georgia is one of the three states in 
the union without a state highway 
commission, and the other two wil! 
promptly act upon the first™wssembling 
of their legislatures. 


HOTTEST WEATHER 
STRIKES COUNTRY; 
NO RELIEF IN SIGHT 


Washington, July 12.—Nearly every 
section of the country suffered today 
in the hottest weather of the summer 
and the weather bureau tonight could 
offer-no hope of relief for several days 
to come. 

Only a few localities in the north- 
west and along the Atlantic coast re- 
ported temperatures of less than 80. 
The east and middle west sweltered 
under a hot sun which kept the mer- 
cury at official observation points 
above 90 and made street level tem- 
peratures 100 degrees or more. Many 
heat prostrations were reported. Cali- 
fornia, northern Nevada and southern 
Idaho had official temperatures of 
above 100. At Fresno, Cal., it waé 108.

Widespread Rebellion. 
Conference Is National in 
Scope. } 


New York, July 12.—A conference of 
representative progressives from all 
parts of the country soon will be held 
in Chicago, it was announced here to- 
day.by Bainbridge Colby, to consider 
the widespread and bitter revolt with- 
in the country “against the action of 
the national committee in indorsing 
Charles E. Hughes, the republican 
nominee for the presidency.” The date 
will be decided upon in a few days, Mr. 
Colby said, and he emphasizes that the 
conference would be national in scope, 
although all states might not be rep- 
resented. 

Mr. Colby, who nominated Theodore 
Roosevelt for the presidency before the 
national progressive convention at Chi- 
cago, said that he is in receipt of let- 
ters from every quarter of the country 
protesting against what he characteriz- 
ed as “the Perkins-Flinn program.” 
This program, he added, ‘does not rep- 
resent the thought or feeling of the 
rank and file of the party.” 

Mr. Colby made public a letter he 
had received from John M, Parker, of 
Louisiana, the progressive nominee for 
vice president, in which Mr. Parker re- 
ferred to “the star chamber” proceed- 
ings of the national committee, add- 
ing: 

“An ondimevs number of voters will 
never submit to such treatment, and 
I believe that when we consider the 
millions of women who will vote this 
year for the first time and the mil- 
lions of wage earners who are deeply 
interested in ari believe in the reforms 


and betterment for the -/people, for | 
which we have steadfastly stood, that ' 
if we can succeed in calling a new 
convention, preferably on August 5, the 
anniversary of the birth of the pro- 
gressive party, to demonstrate to the 
political bosses our distrust, and to the 
people of the nation our determination 
to continue the fight for those prin- 
ciples which we have so strongly ad- 
vocated, we will so stir public sentl- 
ment that we may see an overwhelming 
wave of protest against threatening 
anything pertaining to an independent 
move for the next generation.” 

“I am confident we could have an 
immense and representative gathering 
meet in Chicago and believe that an 
earnest appeal to the progressives all 
over the country would result in state 
conventions, which would send dele- 
gates to put up a complete ticket.”’ 

He pointed out that Mr. Parker’s 
letter was written before he (Colby) 
had called a conference.

Washington, July 12.—The country’s 
foreign trade during the fiscal year 
ending with last month reached a to- 
tal of $6,525,000,000, exceeding by many 
millions all previous records, according 
to preliminary figures announced to- 
night by the commerce department. Ex- 
ports were valued at $4,345,000,000 and 
imports at $2,180,000,000. The figures 
are based on complete returns for the 
first eleven months of the year and es- 
timates for June. 

The war munitions trade was the 
predominating factor in establishing 
the new exports record. Iron and steel 
exports jumped from $226,000,000 in 
the previous fiscal year to $618,000,000, 
and explosives from $41,000,000 to $473,- 
000,000. In 1914 the explosives exports 
amoynted to only $6,000,000. 

Raw cotton exported during the fiscal 
year was valued at $370,000,000, com- 


pared to $376,000,000 the year previous; 
wheat and flour $314,000,000, compared 
to $428,000,000; meats $270,000,000 com-

which would make these tactics ap- 
pear the height of madness. An ex- 
planation has now been received, show- 
ing that there is a certain amount 
of method in this madness and that 
the Russians have devised new tactics, 
which are employed, not to press home 
an assault, but to advance a line of 
skirmishers rapidly across the danger 
zone before the actual charge is started. 

The role of the cavalry is played 
when the infantry lines reach a point 
some 500 yards from the Austro-Ger- 
man trenches.

The horsemen dart for- 
ward at headlong speed. Soon they 
fling themselves to the ground and 
open a rapid fire against the enemy. 
Cossack Horses Trained, 

The Cossack horses are trained to 
participate in this maneuver and lie 
down at the word of command and 
form a living breastwork for the rid- 
ers. Under cover of the heavy fire 
from the dismounted horsemen the in- 
fantry lines advance across the inter- 
vening country. 

Men or horses, maddened by excite- 
ment, often refuse to halt at the des- 
tined position, but tear on against 
the trenches and entanglements in an 
unpremeditated charge. The Cossacks 
are being largely used in attempts to 
force slightly guarded river crossings, 
though the Russian pioneers have de- 
vised a new scheme for the crossing 
of the infantry where more resistance 
its looked for. Long slender rafts are 
moored along the banks of the nar- 
row rivers with which this swampy 
country is intersected, concealed by 
overhanging bushes. At the proper 
moment the upstream end of each raft 
is released and the current swings it 
across the river, forming a series of 
narrow bridges “for storming parties. 


BATTLE CONTINUES 
ON STOKHOD FRONT. 


Petrograd, July 12.—(Via London.)— 
The following statement on military 
operations was issued today by Rus- 
sian army headquarters: 

“On the whole front, from Riga to 
Polessie, there was intermittent artil- 
lery and rifle fire. German aviators 
dropped bombs on the station of Za- 
mirie and the town of Niesvji, where 
several house§ were get on fire. 

“Persistent fighting continues on the 
Stokhod front. Near the village of 
Grouchivka, north of Hulewicze, the 
enemy made hjs appearance on the 
right bank of the river, but later was 
ejected therefrom. | 

“On July 10 we made prisoner 24 
officers and 745 German and Austrian 
soldiers. 

“On the Baltic our torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, during operations in the Gulf 
of Bothnia, captured two large Ger- 
man steamers, one of which was load- 
ed with iron ore. They brought bot

“Caucasus front: To the west of the 
Erzerum center we made considerable 
progress, and captured a new line of 
fortified Turkish positions.

VICTORIOUS BRITISH 
IN GREAT SPIRITS 


They Now Face the German 
second Line, Which Is Not 
as Strong as First—Line 

Shelled Night and Day. 


British Front in France, July 12.— 
(Via London.)—There was no extensive 
attack on either side today, even the 
artillery having some rest except for 
the regular shelling of certain points 
and sudden outbursts when any troop 
movement was seen.

BITTER FIGHTING

The French and German forces south 
of Somme apparently are resting, as 
there has been almost no activity in 
the region of Picardy since the first of 
the week. 

Around Verdun, however, and espe- 
cially on the right bank of the Meuse, 
bitter and heavy fighting is in prog- 
ress between the forces of the German 
crown prince and the French defend- 
ios of the fortress.

Effectives of six 
regiments, after intense artillery prep- 
aration, debouched from the village of 
Fleury and the Vaux and Chiapitre 
woods, and in massed assaults on a 
narrow front succeeded at the cost of 
enormous losses in advancing a short 
distance in the neighborhood of the 
Chapel of Sainte Fine. No fighting of 
importance was reported on the 50mme 
front.

Paris, July 12.—According to a dis- 
patch to The Journal from the Italian 
front, the Austrians appear to have 


evacuated Tolmino, on the Isonzo front. 
The correspondent says that the activ- 


ity of the Austrians in that region is 
felt less and less. 


Rome, July 12.—(Via London.)—The 
following official report was given out 
here today: 

“In the Camonica, Giudicaria and 
Ledro valleys the enemy*s artillery was 
active, directing its fire particularly on 
villages. 

“Yesterday in the region of the Adige 
valley we made some progress north of 
the Serra valley and in the region of 
Malga Xugna. On the slopes north of 
the Pasubio we partly reoceupied po- 
sitions on Monte Corno which we lost 
on July 10. 

“In the Asiago basin and on Sette 
Comuni plateau we bombarded heavily 
the enemy’s line from Mont Interrotto 
to Mont Debio. A large number of 
hostile batteries of all calibers replied 
to this bombardment. In the Tofana 
region we exploded a mine which de- 
stroyed the enemy's defenses east of 
Col dei Bois. 

“On the Isonzo front there was artil- 
lery duels. Our batteries set fire to 
encampments of the enemy on the 
Iavorcek, broke up an enemy column in 
the Idria valley, and caused explosions 
near the church of Santa Maria in 
Tolmino. 

“Hostile aircraft dropped bombs on 
Latisana, causing a fire, which was ex- 
tinguished quickly.

NEARLY EVERY HOUSE

“The world will never know the suf- 
ferings of Mobile, Ala. last week, dur- 
ing the gulf hurricane,” said Louis S. 
Brooke, of the Retail Credit company, 
shortly after he arrived in the city 
yesterday. 

Mr. Brooke was in Mobile during 
the entire hurricane of last week, being 
marooned there. He was unable to 
get out of the city, due to high water 
washing away the tracks of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad.

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PHYSICIAN FINDS GERM 


OF INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


According to Report Current 
in New York—Optimistic 
Feeling Prevails. 


New York, July 12.—While Health 
Commissioner Emerson declined tonight 
to discuss the report that a New York 
physician had succeeded in isolating 
the germ of infantile paralysts, great 
impoftance was attached by medical 
men to the meeting of physicians to- 
morrow night which will be devoted 
to a discussion of the disease which 
has cost more than 250 lives in this 
city since the epidemic began, Among 
the speakers will be Dr. Simon Flexner, 
of the Rockefeller foundation, who is 
devoting his energies to a study of in- 
It was semi-offi- 
cially admitted that. scientists have 
progressed so far that they are test- 
ing a culture in which they believe 
they will find traces of the germ and 
ultimately isolate it. 

There was a feeling of optimism 
in the health department today not 
only because there were fewer cases 
reported than yesterday, but also be- 
cause no new areas were invaded and 
because all agencies combatting the 
epidemic are working in complete co- 
operation. 

Dr. John Dill Robertson, health com- 
missioner of Chicago, who came here 
today to investigate the situation, de- 
clared his department had not been 
called upon to treat an unusual num- 
ber of cases of infantile paralysis. 

Out of a total of 1,440 cases since the 
epidemic developed there have been 
257 deaths, it was officially announced 
by the department of health tonight. 

In 1907, it was pointed out by health 
department officials, the epidemic of 
infantile paralysis here continued 
throughout the summer and until late 
in September. The total number of 
cases reported was 2,500. There were 
000 deaths. 


Toledo, Ohio, July 12.—The first 
death from infantile paralysis here 
since the epidemic started in New York, 
was announced today. Seven other 
cases are under surveillance. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, July 12.—The first 
case of infantile paralysis in this city, 
that of a seven-months-old child, was 
reported to the health department to- 
day, death claiming the victim shortly 
afterwards. The case was in a thick- 
ly populated tenement district, many 
of the residents being foreigners. 


Nashville, Tenn. July 12.—Though 
there are scattered cases of infantile 
paralysis in the state, health officials 
declare that there is no cause for 
alarm and no indication of an epi- 
demic. For the month of June eleven 
cases were reported, while figunres for 
this month are not available. The re- 
port that there had been fifteen deaths 
infantile paralysis {n Yorkville 
residents in that coun-

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$7,000,000 DAMAGE 
IN SOUTHWEST GEORGIA 


All Streams Are Falling and 
Worst of Conditions 
Are Over. 


Savannah, Ga., July 12.—Satisfied 
that the worst of the flood conditions 
prevailing in that section for the past 
five days has passed, southwestern 
Georgia today began to take count of 
its losses in damaged crops and build- 
ings, drowned live stock and wrecked 
roads and bridges. It is believed that 
the total loss in that section has been 
approximately one million dollars. 

Decatur county, with three large 
Streams flowing through its fertile 
lands, seems to have suffered heaviest, 
the tobacco farmers there bearing the 
Sreatest burden of loss. Cotton plant- 
ers along the Flint and Chattahoochee 
rivers and Spring Creek also have suf- 
fered to a great extent, 

On the live stock ranges along the 
river bottoms a large number of fine 
animals were drowned and today many 
dead cows were seen floating down 
stream. 

All streams are reported to be fall- 
ing tonight. 


Bridges Are Repaired. 

Hawkinsville, Ga., July 12.—(Special.) 
Crop reports coming in today indicate 
that cotton and corn is not as badly 
damaged by the rain as might have 
been expected, as but little wind ac- 
companied the rain and, with the bet- 
ter weather conditions now prevailing, 
farmers are in good spirits. The few 
damayed bridges have been repaired 
and the Dixie highway through here 
is under full swing again. 


Damage in Decatur 

Bainbridge, Ga., July 12.—(Spectal.) 
It is believed that the Flint has done 
its worse, as there has been practically 
no rrse in the last twelve hours. It 
is expected that it will begin falling 
by morning. Reports from the west- 
ern part of the county state that the 
Chattahoochee has begun falling, while 
Spring Creek began to show a decline 
yesterday. 

Decatur has no doubt suffered more 
than any other Georgia county on ac- 
count of having three large streams 
flowing through the county with a 
frontage of at least fifty miles on each. 
Of course the Chattahoochee touches 
on but one side, but perhaps more good 
lands lie along this than either of the 
others. Reports from there state large 
numbers of fine live stock were lost. 
the bodies of fine Jersey cows being 
seen floating down the stream. While 
all the farmers have lost because of 
the rains, it is possible that the to- 
bacco men have faced the greatest 
loss.

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SERMON IN AUGUSTA 


STARTS VICE CRUSADE: 


Rev. Sevier’s Talk to City Of- 
ficials Results in Raids 
by Police. 


——EE 


Augusta, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)— 
Following a sensational sermon Sunday 
night by Rev. Joseph R. Sevier, pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian church, 
it is probable that a vice crusade will 
be instituted in Augusta, to the end of 
wiping out the restricted district. 

The sermon was preached at a spe- 

clal service held for city officials and 
employees, and Mayor Littleton and 
members of council were present. Dr. 
Sevier stated that with forty-six houses 
in the restricted district and many sim- 
ilar houses in various parts of the city, 
it is time for the city fathers to awak- 
en to a sense of the duty and abolish 
“this blot upon the fair name of Au- 
gusta.” 
One of the assertions of the minis- 
ter was that “segregation does not 
segregate,’ and last night the police 
department raided four uestionable 
houses 2utside of the district, making 
cases against those running them, as 
well as those who happened to be in 
the houses at the time they were 
pulled. 
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STATEMENT BY M’KINNEY. 


Explains Remarks Before Com- 
mittee of House. 


Denying any motive of malice toward 
the friends and supporters of the Steele 
bill providing for a ‘board of five to 
supplant the commissioner of roads and 
revenues of DeKalb county, Charles D. 
McKinney, of Green, Tilson & McKin- 
ney, Atlanta lawyers, who spoke in 
Opposition to the bill before the house 
committee on counties and county mat- 
ters at its meeting last Tuesday, has 
submitted for publication the following 
Statement: 

Editor Constitution: With reference to the 
hearing before the legislative committee on 
counties and county affairs on the bill now 
pending before the legislature for the chang- 
ing of our county government, please allow 
mée to make this statement in justice not 
only to Mr. L. J. Steele, our very able repre- 
sentative from DeKalb county, and Mr. Scott 
Candler, who appeared before the committee 
in behalf of the bill, but in justice alsq to 
myself. 

As for myself, I was under the necessity 
of condensing my remarks to a /[fifteen- 
minute speech, which is sometimes a difficult 
matter to do when you have a number of 
important facts you wish to present clearly 
and emphatically. It fell to my lot to reply 
to the very ably presented argument on the 
art of my friend, Mr. Scott Candler, in be- 
aif of the bill, and 1 tried to reply in a 
spirit of fairness. As Mr. Candler’s speech 
was confined almost entirely to a very able 
presentation of the financial condition of the 
county, and as his advocacy of the bill 
changing the form of our county government 
from one commissioner to five commissioners 
was based almost entirely, it seemed to me, 
on the fact that the county during the past 
few years has become involved tin debt, I 
attempted to show that this fact of the 
county's indebtedness was not a. sufficient 
reason for such a radical change, and called 
the attention of the committee to the fact 
that the net indebtedness of the county of 
DeKalb under Mr. Freernan's administration 
as county commissioner was only $94,000 on 
January 1, based on taxable values amount- 
ing to nearly $13,000,000 for the county, 
while the indebtedness of the town of De- 
catur, of which Mr. Steele is mayor, and of 
which Mr. Candier is a councilman, was on 
January 1 $32,000, in addition to a bonded 
indebtedness of $182,000 based on taxable 
values of about $3,000,000 for the town. In 
this connection I stated that if it were right 
to legisiate Mr. Freeman out of office on 
account of this indebtedness, it was also 
reasonable for the people of Decatur to de- 
mand the resignation of its mayor and coun- 
cll on account of this very much larger in- 
debtedness on the part of the town of De- 
catur, based on a very much smaller amount 
of taxable values. 

Mr. Candier also laid strong emphasis on 
the fact that the tax rate of DeKaib county 
had been as high as $1.50 per thousand, 50 
cents of said amount going to the state and 
$1 to the county. In this connection I call- 
ed attention to the fact that the tax rate 
of the town of Decatur was $1.50 per hou- 
sand, all of which went to the town alone. 
In thie connection, however, I tried to 
make it clear that, as Mr. Steele’s term of 
office as mayor began on January 1, 1916, 
he was in no way responsibie for this con- 
dition. 

In fact, the gist of my whole argument 
was that none of these officials should be 
too severely criticised, either for the indebt- 
edness of the county or of the town, in 
view of the fact that the expenditures were 
incurred in behalf of much-needed improve- 
ments, for which most of us believe we have 
got value received 

As there seemed to be no good 
reason for legislating Mr. Freeman out of 
office, I characterized the motive on the part 
of a great many of those in favor of the 
bill as cheap. petty politics. but not for 
one moment did I intend to so characterize 
the motives either of Mr. Steele or Mr, 
Candler .

differ with them on the position they are 
taking in this particular matter.

W omen to Blame for Attitude 


Of Men T oward Them in Georgia, 


Says One and Only Mother Jones 


By Isma Dooly. 

“The women cf Georgia are to blame 
for the attitude of the men of Georgia 
toward women. Women make men 
what they are, whether they live in 
the state of Georgia or any other state. 
They bear the children who grow to 
be men, and if they implanted into 
the minds of their children the right 
ideals, the boy, when he becomes the 
man, would know how to deal fairly 
with a woman, and there would be 
less prostitution among girls and wom- 
en,” said Mother Jones very firmly as 
she reached over the counter of the 
Ansley hotel, glanced carefully at the 
bill she had asked for, and, removed 
exactly the right change from her bag. 
She arrived in Atlanta Tuesday on 
business of her own, which she kept 
to herself, 

She continued to talk ut that most 
complex moment of all others in a 
woman's life when she is getting ready 
to “catch a train.” She did not drop 
her bag, her handkerchief or her 
umbrella, nor did she have to adjust 
her hat in any way. It was a small 
slose-fitting one, that projected just 
enough to shade her eyes, and it could 
have braved the brim-lifting force of 
a gulf storm. Her shiny white hair 
was drawn so smoothly back she need- 
ed no net to stay it, and the color in 
her cheek was like the petal of pale 
pink rose. 

“Yes, women have a power they have 
never even dreamed of yet, but they do 
not use it. They talk about independence, 
and are becoming more dependent 
every day in their boasted evolution. 

“Why, if you women in Georgia used 
your power the Georgia legislature 
would not have dared to kill the bill 
which prayed that the post-graduate 
course of your university be opened 
to women—thus driving from your 
State to other states hundreds of young 
women, who, for one reason or an- 
other, must carry the pack of labor 
on their backs. Whether a woman 
earns her wage in the professions, in 
business, in the sweat shop or in white 
Slavery, it is labor. It has come to 
the woman without a home and the 


woman who must help support the 
home.”

“You must ridé to the train.” 

‘Ride to the train? Why ride?” said 
Mother Jones. “Won’t I be riding the 
rest of the day and night on the train? 
Why begin riding before I get there? 
I will walk.” 

Right here I saw the value of leader- 
ship. She inspired me with a certain 
confidence in myself I had not felt. 

“Let her walk,” I said as finmly as 
she could have done it to the gentle- 
men carrying her bag. “I wish to talk 
to her!” 

“Certainly, ladies,” he said gently, 
and walked along quietly and did not 
interrupt except to acquiesce in every- 
thing Mother Jones said. 

Mother Jones knows labor, because, 
as she says, her home is where labor 
is in trouble. She is not motherly in 
the sense that the world uses the term. 
She has thé mother gpirit measured 
by the power of its extension through 
the very trenches of humanity s rather 
than by a personal intensity. Sex does 
not enter apparently into her reason- 
ing and reckoning. She thinks of peo- 
ple as individuals and in groups, and 
she is impatiently intolerant of what 
she called the “cant and sentimental- 
ity of things.” 

Education the One Way to Reform. 

She throws a great deal of responsi- 
bility of today’s civilization on the 
mother part of humanity, and believes 
that education is the one way to re- 
form—the kind of education that would 
make people see the duty nearest them, 
and the common sense things in life. 

She believes that the world needs 
the education which would bring them 
nearer to the problems of life and so- 
ciety as they are and not as studied 
in the confines of the reform club, in 
the temperance league or in what she 
termed “sd-called welfare workers,” 
or ‘‘fad workers in the slums.” 

She laughed when she mentioned the 
“visitins committee” going from the 
tea table to the social settlement to 
help humanity. 

“What do they know about it?” she 
asked aggressively. “What do they 
know about the home which produces 
sweatshop workers and the armies of 
human beings maimed and crazed by 
unceasing labor? You would know 
what I mean if you had lived in the 
trenches of these conditions and lived 
with and through them as _ I have. 

“When women with their God-given 
power take up the cudgels in the right 
way and use that power; when as 
mothers they cease the cringing which 
is their attitude toward men in their 
sentimentality and nonsense; when 
they tell their sons the meaning of a 
good woman, and rear them to respect 
women and their rights, then you wil! 
find your legislators in this and every 
Other state voting as just men on al! 
een affecting men and women. 

‘Talking temperance or studying 
Oratory to preach suffrage is not going 
to make Detter men or Detter women. 
It is the spiritual training men and 
women get when they are children that 
makes them what they ought to be. 

“Every sane man and woman knows 
that temperance in all things is a 
in civilization, but these 
people—men and women who preach it 
—what are they giving the men and 
women they would save? What are 
they putting into their lives? In what 
way are they lightening the pack of 
labor on the back of the woman who 
is breeding men for the nation, but 
must see them chained in a relentless 
system, destructive to civilization, just 
when civilization is demanding the 
most? 

“About women voting? Why. I do not 
know what they would do with the 
ballot if they got it. Those that 
have it’—

The statement of Dr. J. P. Kennedy, 
city health officer, in The Constitution 
Wednesday morning, that there are 
several cases of infantile paralysis in 
Atlanta, caused some little comment 
in the city, but he asserts again that 
there is no need for fear on the part 
of the people.

Keep your children clean.

The most interesting astronomical 
event of the month will be an eclipse 
of the moon during the evening of 
Friday, July 14. 

This eclipse, like all others of the 
moon, will be caused by the great 
Shadow of the earth passing over the 
lumar face and obscuring the part cov- 
ered from our vision.

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ACT ON THIS BILL. 
A special from The Constitution’s Wash- 
ington correspondent, Mr. Corrigan, publish- 
ed today, indicates that the Georgia legisla- 
ture is making a serious mistake in delaying 
action on the bill providing for the establish- 
ment of a state highway commission. 
Surprise ig expressed on the part of 
members of the Georgia delegation in con- 
gress that the general assembly of this 
state has not been more enthusiastic and 
speedy in the enactment of this measure. 
This apprehension is expressed solely on 
account of the fact that if Georgia fails to 
take action now she will lose her share of 
the federal appropriation for good roads 
construction, which approximates $2,000,000. 
It is wondered if members of the Geor- 
gia legislature can really appreciate the fact 
that only three states out of forty-eight 
have yet taken'no action in the matter of 
establishing highway commissions, through 
which their share of the federal appropria- 
tion may be secured. Georgia is one of the 
delinquent ones, and in the two others the 
delay is accounted for solely by the fact 
that their legislatures have not held ses- 
sions since the opportunity was presented. 
In them the needed legislation is assured as 


soon as their general assemblies meet. 

Eighty-five million dollars are now in the 
federal treasury awaiting distribution to the 
forty-eight states if they will only comply 
with certain simple regulations which con- 
gress has laid down. Chief of these is the 
establishment of a state highway commis- 
sion, through the money will be 
handled. This money is available now and 
any failure to act now will mean that Geor- 
gia relinquishes her claim to approximately 
$2,000,000 ready to be paid over just as soon 
as the required conditions are complied 
with. 

It is difficult to understand why, under 
sueh circumstances as these, any legislature 
would not give the necessary bill the right 
of way. With two weeks of the session 
gone, it might easily have been enacted 
already. It should be ‘put through now with 
out a single day’s unnecessary waiting. 

The Constitution has no special legisla- 
tion in this connection to urge. There is no 
bill and there is no feature of any Dill in 
which it is in the remotest degree inter- 
ested, except in behalf of the opportunity 
now before the state. 

But we do know it is time for the gen- 
eral assembly to act on this vital matter. 

The state highway commission Dill 
comes up for consideration before the house 
committee today. We sincerely trust that 
The Constitution will be able to announce 
tomorrow definite favorable action upon the 
measure by unanimous committee vote. 

It is impossible to conceive of any other 
action than this.

TO BRING THE ROTARIANS. 


The Atlanta Rotary club has staged the 
most complete campaign ever attempted by 
any Atlanta organization for a similar pur- 
pose, in the effort to bring to this city next 
year the annual convention of the Interna- 
tional Rotary clubs, numbering approxi- 
mately 7,000 delegates. 

Absolutely nothing within the realm of 
possibility has been left undone to bring 
the 1917 Rotary convention to Atlanta, and 
if there had been‘any smallest doubt of the 
ability of Atlanta properiy to entertain them 
the suggestion of holding the convention 
here would never have been made. 

But the Atlanta club, numbering 152 
members, in which are included some of the 


pr _ jivest and best business men in all lines and 


| States 


every other Rotarian in the United States 
in his particular line of business, soliciting 
his co-operation and assistance in winning 
the convention for Atlanta next year. In 
response to this persOnal appeal more than 
five thousand letters have been received 
pledging support to Atlanta, and there is 
every indication that this city will win. 

Although the Atlanta club comprises a 
membership of only 162, one-third of these, 
or fifty members, will leave for Cincinnati 
tomorrow afternoon on the Southeastern 
Rotary special, to attend the convention and 
to press Atlanta’s claim. 

The Atlanta club has placed an illumti- 
nated sign, fifty feet long and fourteen feet 
high, on the front of the building facing the 
Sinton hotel, which is convention headquar- 
ters, on which will appear the slogan, “At- 
lanta Wants You in 1917.” 

For the entertainment of the delegates 
to the Cincinnati convention next week, 
the Atlanta club has planned to give the 


biggest watermelon party the world has 


ever seen. On Monday, July 17, on the 
grounds of the Cincinnati Zoo, there will be 
cut and disposed of 2,000 Georgia rattle- 
snake watermelons, each weighing forty 
pounds or more. 

The preliminary advertising of Atlanta 
by the Atlanta club has already been done; 
but no delegate will be able to go into his 
room in a Cincinnati hotel next week with- 
out reading Atlanta literature and studying 
Atlanta maps, which will be hung on the 
walls or scattered over the tables. 

The Atlanta club has already underwrit- 
ten a fund of $10,000 to cover the expense 
of entertaining the International Rotary 
clubs in 1917. This is an essential prerequi- 
site. Rotary, which is based upon service 
and chiefly service to others, insists upon 
paying its own way. The Atlanta club sim- 
ply guarantees. The Rotarians themselves 
meet their own expenses. 

Atlanta wants this convention. With 
some 8,000 delegates, representing the high- 
est type of business men, visiting Atlanta 
next year as the guests of the Atlanta Ro- 
tary club, this city will have an opportunity 
that seldom comes to any community. 

In the effort to get this convention, 
which is already apparently successful, 
Atlanta will have the support of the Rotary 
delegations from cities roundabout, includ- 
ing Spartanburg, Greenville, Tampa, Savan- 
nah, Macon, Jacksonville, Havana and Key 
West. They will be here F-day and they 
will leave together as one party, all pulling 
for Atlanta in 1917. 


LURES TO IMPROVIDENCE. 


No better argument can be offered in 
behalf of the passage of the Moon-Hutche- 
son bill to suppress trading stamps than the 
decision of the supreme court of the United 
affirming the constitutionality of 
similar legislation. 

The decision handed down by the United 
States supreme court on March 6, of this 
year, regarding trading stamps and cou- 
pons, says: 


“Advertising is merely identification 
and description, appraising of quality 
and place. It has no other object than 
to draw attention to the article to be 
sold, and the acquiaition. of the article 
to be sold constitutes the only induce- 
ment to its purchase. The schemes of 
complainants have no such direction and 
effects. ' They rely upon something else 
than the article sold. They tempt by 
a promise of greater value than that 
article and apparently not represented jin 
its price, and it hence may be thought 
that thus by an appeal to cupidity Iwre 
to improvidence. The court, therefore, 
reaches the conclugion that a state may 
regulate or prohibit the use of premium 
plans, under its police power, if in the 
judgment of the legislature regulation is 
desirable.”’ 


“Complainants” here referred to are the 
trading stamp and coupon companies—they 
having carried the: case to the supreme 
court. 

The decision uses the significant expres- 
sions, “rely upon something else,” .. , 
“tempt by a promise,” “apparently not Tep- 
resented in its price,” .. . “by this ap- 
peal” “to cupidity” ... “lure to im- 
providence.” 

Anything that will “lure to improvi- 
dence” should be permanently and definitely 
eliminated by our legislature, and it appears 
that it ig the intention to eliminate trading 
stamps and coupons at this session. 

Lotteries and games of chance have long 
since been barred by law. However, it 
seems that one of their near kinsmen— 
trading stamps and coupons—has' been 
overlooked up to this time. But it is never 
too late to correct an evil. 

Every section of the state is vitally in- 
terested. Our prosperity depends upon the 
success of our manufacturers and merchants 
and they must be wisely and legitimately 
protected from unfair competition—competi- 
tion brought about by the means of large 
out-of-town corporations blocking the chan- 
nels of output for Georgia merchandise. 

Georgia merchants and Georgia manufac- 
turers are looking to this legislature to re- 
lieve them of the unfair competition that 
‘lures to improvidence.”

Expect F ight Today ° 
In House on Report 
Of Rules Committee 


Resumption of the wrangle begun last 
Tuesday over the report of the rules com- 
mittee on the assignment of bills to places 
on the calendar’is expected to follow shortly 
after the house of representatives convenes 
at 10 o’clock this morning. The report, which 
was not unanimous, was warmly contested 
Tuesday, and the debate and voting was still 
on when the house adjourned. 

The recommendations in the report re- 
maining to be considered are one to set as 
special and continuing order for today—and 
in the order here given—the woman suffrage 
bill, the bill to tax soft drinks, the bill to 
repeal the state equalization tax act and 
the bill to abolish the fee system for solic- 


itors general and placing that office on a 


salary basis in all counties, all for second 
reading; and a proposed rule to limit debate 
on all measures set to one hour, equally di- 
vided pro and con except debate on the 
Atkinson county bill, which would be lim- 
ited to twenty minutes. 

As usual, the first half hour of the ses- 
sion will be given over to the consideration 
of local bills and routine. 

Committee meetings of more than ordi- 


nary interest are set for today, among them 
being a meeting of the house ways and 


means committee with the senate: finance 
committee to eonsider proposed legislation 
to repeal the state tax equalization act; the 
house committee on highways to 
proposed legislation for the 
8tate highway commission; the house appro- 
priations committee; the county and county 
matters committee, and the special joint 
committee of the house and senate to con- 


sider and report upon the Metz report on the 


condition of public funds. 

The county and county matters commit- 
tee has several county contests pending sim- 
ilar to that over the Steele bill providing for 
alteration of DeKalb county's form of gov- 
ernment, which was threshed out Tuesday, 
and which probably will be reported after 
today’s session. The meeting is set for 38 
o'clock.

- Their correspondence courses 
carry lessons to the inmates of fifteen pris- 
ons in this country and Canada. The work 
is regarded as of much importance and the 
business men of Detroit have interested 
themselves in the venture. 


Nothing Could Be Fairer. 


(From The Valdosta Times.) 

There is a bill before the Georgia legis- 
lature to submit to the people of the state 
the proposition of amending the constitution 
SO a8 to relieve college endowments of tax- 
ation. The bill merely puts the matter up 
to the people. There could be nothing fairer 
than that. If a majority of the people of 
the state are willing to relieve the educa- 
tional institutions of taxation upon the be- 
quests left them by charitably inclined or 
public-spirited citizens, there should be no 
barrier placed in the way by the legisla- 
ture. It would entail little or no expense 
and would be worth something in attracting 


attention to the college endowments—to the 


need of them by the various institutions— 
and as giving a good suggestion to monied 
men who have large estates to be divided 
after their death. 

There are a number of states in the union 
where no tax is levied upon endowments for 
educational institutions. The result is that 
colleges in other states make investments 
in those States. Another result is that the 
institutions have the tax money to spend in 
educating boys and girls. Philanthropists are 
more willing to give money to institutions 
when they know that their gifts are not to 
be taxed to keep up the state. The fact that 
the entire income from their gift is to be 
used for the direct educational benefit of 
the boys and girls appeals to them. The men 
who have gifts to make are given to under- 
Stand that the state is not niggardly in its 
dealings and that it will meet half way, at 
least, any who feel disposed to help them 
in building up their endowments. 

The endowments from most of the col- 
leges are used to help poor boys and girls 
secure an education. Sume of them have ican 
funds from which ambitious pupils are 
helped. All of them are used to build up the 
institutions and make them greater forces 
for good. Georgia has certainly not redched 
the point where she is able to dwar any 
of the colleges. They need all the help they 
can get, and they ask for little in the’ re- 
quest that their endowments be relieved of 
taxation. The legislature ought, at least, to 
give the people of the state an opportunity 
to say how they stand upon the proposition.

DIFFERENCES OF “DRY” LEADERS 
DISCUSSED IN THE GEORGIA PAPERS; 
LOYLESS WARNS “LIQUOR PEOPLE” 


Interesting discussions of the differences 
in the ranks of the prohibitionists of the 
State, as a result of the row now on be- 
tween Dr. G. W. Eichelberger, superin€end- 
ent of the Georgia Anti-Saloon league, and 


editor. of The Georgia Commonwealth, and 


Thomas B. Felder, former counsel for the 
league and now legal representative of the 
law-enforcement committee, have appeared 
in the last few days in The Augusta Chron- 
icle and in The Way. 

The Way, which is edited by Marion 
Jackson, of Atlanta, takes Dr. Eichelberger 
to task for “his blunders’ in indorsing the 
candidacy of Joseph Pottle for governor, and 
in suggesting Andy King for mayor of At- 
lanta. 

The Chronicle, Thomas W. Loyless editor, 
editorially warns the “liquor people” not to 
take too much comfort in the present split 
in the “dry” forces, declaring that these dif- 
ferences will be settled and it will be found 
that “the people of Georgia are as solidly 
against the sale of whisky as ever, and as 
determined to have the new prohibition law 
enforced.” 


The Way’s Editorial. 

The Way says: 

“The Georgia Commonwealth is published 
as the official organ of the Georgia Anti- 
Saloon league. 

“The good work of the Anti-Saloon league 
throughout the United States needs no de- 
fense by The Way, but if the Anti-Saloon 
league expects to continue a useful career 
in the state of Georgia the league should 
send the editor of The Georgia Commonwealth 
to other fields with which he may be more 
familiar. 

“The last issue of The Georgia Common- 
wealth causes us to make the statement. On 
the first page of that issue appears the 
statement:

Hardman, of Commerce. Between the three 
candidates the Anti-Saloon league_has offi- 
cially declared for neither one. It cannot; 
it should not, notwithstanding some very 
ugly and extremely false statements that 
have been made upon the stump about the 
league's position as to these man.’ 

“In a recent number of The Way we 
published the signed statement of Senator 
Ogden Persons showing the connection of 
Hon. J. E. Pottle with the leader of the 
liquor forces in Georgia, Mr. Clayt Robson, 
of Milledgeville. 

“In the same issue we also published an 
account of the greatest outrage ever per- 
petrated in Georgia, the trial of James L. 
Beavers, chief of Atlanta’s police force, pre- 
sided over by this Mr. Andy King and 
guided by him. The chief's offense, like that 
of Governor Harris, was service to the cause 
of prohibition.

“We attributed the stand of Mr. Bichel- 
berger to Mr. Eichelberger’s ignorance, as 
we are attributing his statement concerning 
Mr. Pottle, of Miledgeville, and Mr. King, 
of Atlanta, to the same causes. But if many 
more illustrations like this of ignorance 
occur, we shall be compelled, against our 
will, to believe that something more than 
ignorance is involved. 

“We repeat the statement formerly made, 
that we were not a party to any agreement 
with Governor Nat Harris as to putting the 
cause of prohibition in his call for an extra 
session of the legislature. We have never 
made him a personal pledge of our support. 
But we unhesitatingly say that if the pro- 
hibitionists of Georgia permit the political 
assassination, of the governor who has made 
prohibition practical in Georgia, a man will 
be ashamed to call himself a prohibitionist 
in that state. , 

“Until this question arose we never ques- 
tioned the sincerity of’ the stand of Dr. L. 
G. Hardman for prohibition. But when the 
question comes and a man plays into the 
hands of the liquor forces as the candidacy 
of Dr. Hardman is doing, doubts will come. 
There are good people who believe.in Dr. 
Hardman, but when they refleet, they, too, 
will see that his candidacy can only be 
classed as anti-prohibition. Dr. Eichelber- 
ger has blundered.” 


Defends Tom Felder. 


The Augusta Chronicle, in its issue of 
last Tuesday, editorially comes strongly to 
the defense of Attorney Felder, and warns 
the liquor interests against any possible 
false presumption that any personal contro- 
versy which may exist or arise within the 
prohibition ranks will result in a laxity in 
the enforcement of the law against the man- 
ufacture and sale of liquor in Georgia. 

“The liquor people,” says The Chronicle, 
“need not take to much comfort to their 
souls, for after this personal controversy is 
settled—as, of course, it will be very soon— 
it will be found that the people of Georgia 
are as solidly against the sale of whisky 
as ever, and as determined to have the new 
prohibition law enforced.” 

The editor then takes up in detail, 
offers evidence in denial of, the four set 
charges brought against Mr Felder by Dr. 
Kichelberger. These charges are listed as 
follows: “First, that Mr. Felder was seen 
drinking in certain Atlanta locker clubs; 
second, that he was drinking on one of his 
recent trips to Avgusta; third, that Mr. 
Felder was in favor of allowing breweries 
to manufacture a non-alcoholic drink in imi- 
tation of beer; and, fourth, that Mr. Felder 
was constantly demanding ‘more money’ for 
his services.” 

As to the first charges The Chronicle 
submits documentary evidence in refuta- 
tion: as to the second, the editor says dur- 
ing the trip in question he was almost con- 
stantly in the attorney’s company, and 
knows it to be false; a letter from Mr 
Felder to The Chronicle, the edtior prints in 
denial of the third charge, and as to the 
fourth, he argues that “it does not strike 
us as ‘being a very serious one, granting 
that it is true.” 

“We have assumed all along.” says the 
editorial, ‘that he was being compensated, 
to some extent, at least, for his services in 
prosecuting the numerous: cases that have 
been handled by him in behalf of the league. 
Certainly, this would not seem to be unrea- 
sonable: particularly in view of the fact 
that he appears to have secrificed most of his 
other practice for this work.”

The special finance committee, 


by the last meeting 
the purpose of drawing a June sheet, 
its work yesterday after lopping off about 
$100,000 from the expenditures of the city 
in various departments. 

All salary cuts authorized by the commit- 
tee at its first meeting wevse reinserted in 
the sheet when it was found that this action 
was directly contrary to the city charter. 
The charter provides that a city official 
shall be elected to office, either by the peo- 
ple or council, and his salary shall be fixed 
the year previous to his election. It further 
provides that this salary cannot be cut dur- 
ing the term of his election. 

The committee contemplated a general 
cut in salaries in every department. 

As finally adopted, the sheet carries many 
changes. The sanitary department is cut 
$23,682. Most of this comes from the ipay- 
rolls of the employees. 

$15,000 Is Eliminated. 

The $15,000 provided in the January sheet 
for the fifth ward school and left in the last 
June sheet made by the finance committee 
was eliminated by the special committee. 

The Lucile avenue addition, to cost about 
$5,000, was also taken out. Office expenses 
for the school system were cut $250, and 
the repair fund was cut $387. 

All money for additions to the Girls’ High 
and Tech High schools was eliminated by 
the committee. All money for equipment 
Mm both grammar and high schools was cut 
out of the sheet. 

The sum of $1,000 was cut from the ap- 
propriation to the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology. This institution receives a special 
fund each year as operating expenses. 

The committee voted to take $6,400 from 
the park department. On recommendation 
of Zode Smith, manager of the water depart- 
ment, the committee cut down the fund for 


this department by $1,990. Most of this 
sum was provided in the January sheet for 
help in the department, which the manager 
points out was not found necessary. 

The committee left in the sheet $2,000 
for an addition to one of the grammar 
schools of the city. The school was not 
designated, but it is said to have been left 
for the ninth ward. Residents of this section 
have been asking for some time for money 
to build additions to the Moreland avenue 
and Greenwood avenue buildings.

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GA. POWER COMPANIES 
READY 10 CO-OPERATE 


Plants So Connected That They 
Can Help One Another in 
Case of Fleod Damage. 


Columbus, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)— 
Through a system of co-operation on 


the part of the power companies of | 


the state, industry in Georgia has been 
protected during the flood period and 
factories on the whole have been ena- 
bled to operate just as usual. It de- 
velops that the principal electric power 
Systems of the state have a physical 
connection, being “tied in” in such a 
way that one or all can go to the as- 
Bistance of a brother in distress. Thus 
in case of a breakdown, electric cur- 
rent from far-off Tallulah Falls can 
be summoned to turn the wheels of 
factories in Columbus or Macon. 

It looked as if this system of co- 
operation might be put to a practical 
test three or four days ago, when the 
rivers of the state, including the Chat- 
tahoochee, attained such stages. The 
Cotumbus Power company derives its 
power from three rivers and one re- 
serve steam emergency station, has 
connection with the Georgia Railway 
and Power company system 
nan, and is also “tied in” to steam 
piants at Newnan, LaGrange and other 
places, this rather etaborate precau- 
tionary arrangement being to forestall 
any extreme situation that might de- 
velop. This company was called upon 
during the flood period now closing 
not only to supply all its regular cus- 
tomers in Columbus and other west 
Georgia cities and towns with electric 
current, but to supply power for the 
Eagie and Phenix mills, whose own 
water power plant was flooded. The 
power company was obtaining a little 
current from its city mills plant, con- 
siderable power frqm its North High- 
lands plant and a great deal of cur- 
rent from the big dam at Goat Rock, 
which is.so high that the river at its 
highest stage did not interfere very 
seriously with its operation. 


The Columbus Power company did 
not place its emergency steam plant 
here in operation, but obtained cur- 
rent from the Georgia Railway and 
Power company at Newnan, the power 
thus purchased being about equivalent 
to the needs of the Eagle and Phenix 
mills. 

In addition to taking care of its 
own customers, the power company was 
called upon to furnish current to one 
of the’West Point mills, supplement- 
ing that mill's regular power. 

he Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, whose electrical current was thus 
used for the time being, is in turn 
“tied in” with the Central Georgia 
Power company, the Southern Power 
company and the Tennessee Power 
company, and by this arrangement 
ower consumers in Georgia.

TOPOGRAPHICAL MAP 
OF STATE PROPOSED 


If Georgia Will Appropriate 
$15,000 Government Will 
Equal Appropriation.

At a meeting of the house committee 
on appropriations, H. J. Fullbright, of 
Burke, chairman, set for 3 o'clock this 
afternoon the Swift, of Muscogee, bill, 
providing for the appropriation of $16,- 
000 for completing a topographical map 
of Georgia, will probabiy be one of 
the pending measures to be discussed. 
This is a companion bill to one intro- 
duced in the senate by Senator L. R. 
Akin, of Brunswick, and i« looked f&pon 
as proposed legislation of more than 
passive importance, both from an agri- 
cyltural and a military standpoint. 

Enactment of such a law as the bill 
contemplates would mean the expendi- 
ture on the work of $30,000, since the 
federal government has agreed to ex- 
pend toward the work dollar fdr dollar 
of what the state will appropriate. As 
a matter of fact, agitation for ine pro- 
posed survey originated with the war 
department, and was first suggested in 
a letter from Major General Leonard 
Wood, commanding the eastern divi- 
ison, United States army, to Governor 
Nat E. Harris, December 28, 1915. 

In this letter General Wood called 
attention to the fact that the work 
of his department in planning and ex- 
ecuting national defense measures is 
greatly handicapped by the fact that 
there are practically no maps showing 
the topography of the Carolinas, Geor- 
gia and Florida, yet, he said, such maps 
are absolutely necessary for the proper 
safeguarding of this -section of the 
country and of the Atlantic coast. 

The governor referred the question 
raised to Adjutant General J. Van Holt 
Nash, who, in turn, took the matter 
up with State Geologist S. W. McCallie, 
and both of those state officials with, 
respectively, the war department and 
the geological survey. 

Under the tentative agreement with 
Uncle Sam and upon whieh the two 
bills are based, $10,000 would be appro- 
priated by the state for the mapping 
of the state’s territory, where drain- 
age is needed. This work, so far as 
the government's interest lies, would be 
to meet purely military needs, and to 
it Uncle Sam would give $10,000. The 
other $5,000 contemplated in the bills— 
and which the federal government 
would equal—would be used for the 
Survey of the swamp lands of the state. 

Of such land, according to data in 
the office of Geologist McCallie, Geor- 
gia contains 8,171,870 acres, or 21.8 per 
cent of its total area, classified as 
“land needing or that would be bene- 
fited by drainage.”’ This land, it is 
declared, drained, is the most -fertile 
and would be the most valuable agri- 
cultural land in the state. 


HELD IN CONTEMPT 
BY SAVANNAH JUDGE, 
CHIEF WILL APPEAL 


Savannah, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)— 
For refusing to obey the order of the 
recorder’s court to return to Joseph 
Clements wines and liquors seized in a 
raid by the police officers, Recorder 
Schwarz held Chief M. Il. Meldrim, of 
the Savannah police department, in 
contempt of court and passed a s6sen- 
tence of 925 fine or ten days in jail 
this morning. 

Immediately upon the pronounce- 
méfit of the semtence Oliver & Oliver, 
attorneys for Chief Meldrim, an- 
nounced thatthey would takethe case 
to the superior court by certiorari, for 
which Judge Schwarz readily granted 
them all reasonable time before the 
sentence of the court should be ex- 
ecuted. . 

Mr. Oliver, conducting the defense, 
based his plea on five points, as fol- 
lows: First, that the writ of certiorari 
from Judge Sheppard, of the superior 
eourt, had taken the case beyond the 
purview of the recorder @nd the re- 
corder’s court; second, that the goods 
are held by M. L. Meldrim, chief of the 
police of Savannah, and not by the 
court, which, therefore, has no juris-

STATE WAREHOUSE BL 
HEARNG TO BE ASKED 


Advocates of Measure Urge 
Joint Committee Meet- 
ing on July 18.

The Georgia bill w&e first introduced 
in the house by Representative Shipp, 
and later in the senate by Senators 
, Eakes and Boykin. 

Representative Shipp, since the ad- 
journment of the extra session of the 
legislature, has made a trip to the 
north for the purpose of consulting 
| with financters relative to handling 
warehouse receipts issued under this 
proposed system. *Mr. Shipp stated 
that he was assured that’ there 
will be no trouble in handling these 
receipts at satisfactory interest rates. 
The state warehouse commissioner of 
South Carolina has found no trouble 
at all in negotiating loans at 5 and 6 
per cent on South Carolina warehouse 
receipts. 
Further, Mr. 


Shipp said not only 
would this system enable the farmer 
to market his cotton gradually, but 
the fact that the cotton would be grad- 
ed by licensed graders, impartial as 
between buyer and seller, would be a 
great boon to the farmer, particularly 
the small farmer. In no country other 
than the United States is cotton cut 
for sampling after it is baled. It is 
estimated by those in position to know 
that this cutting depreciates the price 
not less than $1 per bale. On the 
2.000.000 bales of cotton raised in Geor- 
gia this is an unnecessary tax on the 
iow benag of $2,000,000. If there was 
nothing in the bill to commend it, Mr. 
Shipp says, other than thi8 annual sav- 
ing of $2,000,000 to the Georgia farmer, 
still it should be passed, as the ex- 
pense of operating the system would 
be small. 
Explains Preposed System. 

Explaining the proposed system, Mr. 
Shipp said: 

“A farmer can build a warehouse on 
his own farm, out in the country, or 
several small farmers can get together 
and build such a warehouse. The su- 
perintendent of the warehouse is bond- 
ed in some strong surety company to 
faithfully keep tne cotton until it is 
called for. The state warehouse com- 
missioner sees to this bond and sees 
to the cotton being properly graded 
and insured. The receipt issued by 
such a warehouse can be negotiated 
on the most favorable terms, for, when 
this receipt is presented bv the holder, 
it either gets the cotton or its equiv- 
alent. If the cotton has been stolen 
the warehouseman’s bond is responsi- 
ble. If it has been destroyed by fire 
the insurance company has to pay. 

“The state warehouse commissionér 
gives a bond in the sum of $50,000 
for the faithful performance of his du- 
ties. If, through carelessness, he has 
neglected any of his duties the holder 
of the receipt is protected by this 
bond. 

“The national democracy at St. Louis 
incorporated in its platform a plank 
indorsing the warehouse system. If 
the democrats should carry the na- 
tional election this fall, a federal sys- 
tem will be adopted. If the eens renne 
should carry the national election they 
will not be so interested in the cotton 
farmer, and, therefore, the national 
warehouse system might not ibe put in 
force. If the national system were 
put in force the full benefit could be 
attained at once. If the national sys- 
tem is not put in force, then the full 
benefit will not be had until all of the 
cotton .states adopt such a system. 
When this is done, ag it will be done, 
then the cotton crop will be sold grad- 
ually—not thrown on the market as it 
now is in a few weeks. 

“The cotton will then be sampled 
by licensed graders, graded according 
to correct standards and the buyer will 
not be able, as he is now, to grade 
‘down’ the cotton of the small farmer: 
the small farmer at this time ig ab- 
solutely helpless when it comes to sell- 
ing his cotton; he must take what be 
is offered. As'it now is, the average 
farmer has nothing to do with fixing 
the price of the cotton he and his 
family have raised, but is dependent 
absolutely on the buyer, some of whom 
are not always oOverscrupulous.’

the mill takings for the two years prior 
to the war; second, the mill takings for the 
two years since the war began; third, per- 
centage of increase or decrease in takings; 
fourth, net increase or decrease in mill 
takings for the one period compared with 
the other: 
12,802,000; second period, 10,903,000, 
an increase of 17 per cent and an 
gate increase of 1,899,000 bales. 
Britain, 6,530,000, against 6,412,000; per 
cent decrease; decrease net 128,000 bales. 
Canada and Mexico 248,000, against 476,000; 
an increase of 36 per cent, which is 128,000 
bales. Japan and China, 735,000, against 
972,000; an increase of 82 per cent, which 
equals 237,000 bales. Germany 6,200,000, 
against 1,200,000; a decrease of 4,000,000 in 
the two years. Continental Europe (exclu- 
sive of Germany) 4,742,000, against 5,779,- 
000; an increase of 216 per cent, 
equals 1,037,000 bales. Total all countries 
28,457,000, against 27,641,000; a decrease of 
only 2 per cent, amounting to 816,000 bales.

BLACK RUST PEST 
SENDS WHEAT UP 


Crop Damage and Good De- 
mand Boosts Oats— Provi-' 
sions Also Rise—Huge Of- 
ferings Depress Corn 
Values. 


Chicago, July 12.—Further reports of 
black rust in the northwest, indicating 
the approach of a serious condition, 
advanced wheat prices today, the pest 
inroads being reinforced by word that 
hot, muggy weather made rust spread 
highly probable. The close was steady 
within \%@%*% of the top, prices being 
from 1%@1% to 2c net higher, with 
July at $1.09% and September at 
$1.11%. Corn finished steady, % to 
%@% net lower, and oats gained % 
to %. In provisions the final figures 
were & to 25¢€ higher. 

Detailed reports from crop experts 
sent to the northwest fleld were re- 
ceived telling of black rust found on 
every stalk of wheat handled in some 
flelds, and its presence noted in every 
field visited. Other reports minimizing 
the rust danger were unable to crowd 
the market down, and good buying de- 
veloped on very weak spot, the local 
bullish sentiment being augmented by 
reports that Minneapolis was a good 
buyers and northwestern markets were 
more than 2c higher. 

Dealers who took profits on the 
bulges were credited with replacing 
their lines on the small declines. 

There was little evidence of selling 
pressure through the day, and the 
country offerings were not large. Local 
cash sales aggregated 15,000 bushels 
wheat, with word from the seaboard 
that 900,000 bushels o! wheat had been 
sold for export, including 500,000 bush- 
els of new American winter wheat.

WEATHER BULLETIN 


Washington, July 12.—Over the south- 
eastern districts the weather during the 
week ending yeSterday was not favorable for 
crop growing, the national weather and crop 
bulletin, issued today, announced. Cool, 
rainy weather greatly hindered farming op- 
erations and delayed crop growth, while 
excessive precipitation caused much damage.
